On 
one hand property owners who do not 
own coal are inquiring why It Is that 
land ot this nature is selling tor t2,500 
to |3 000 an acre and only assessed 
at from $2215 to $275, while other prop- 
erly Is assessed at approximately its ' 
full value. On the other Land the coal 
operators are making the .kick that 
assessments In this county are higher 
now than .those la other cocnties 
where thuy havo holdings. As If to 
gain a solution o£ the problem, tne 
Commissioners some tlnie ago wrote to 
Coramisflioners of noarljy counties. 


They loarn that in Somerset coun- 


ty undeveloped coal is assessed at 
from $20 to J24 an. acre, while that 
'being developed Is taxed at the rate 
of J60 an acre. In Greene county ths 
average is about $100 an aero and in 
Allegheny 1t varies from $60 to $300. 
.No .word has been rocelved as yet 
from the Washington Commissioner;-.. 
In Westmoreland county the rate la 
about th« same is in Fayette. It is ex. 
pected that gome decision will n« 
reached within the next few weeks. '
